It was not discovered till some years after the invention of Phono- 
graphy, that in addition to its manifold known advantages over other 
shorthand systems, it possessed, to a greater extent than any other, 
the power of joining words without. lifting the pen or endangering the 
legibility of the writing. Nt)r W&s the extent of this capability of 
the system at once ascertained. Thonographers went cautiously to 
work, and were at first satisfied with such combinations as lam, 

w you will, ^ there iStr^ IshiUl be. These and many similar- 
phrases were certainly valuaWitddition& to the stenographic material 
previously in use ; but it was soon discovered that they were only a 
few comparatively insignificant veins of a rich mine. Experience has 
shown that thousands of common phrases, containing from two to 
seven or eight words, may be advantageously written without lifting 
the pen from the paper ; and as each lifting of the pen is equivalent 
to the making of a stroke, it is clear that a great saving of time will be 
effected whenever phraseography is employed to any considerable 
extent; while compact and characteristic phraaeographs are more 
easily read than the separate outlines of the same words. 

The principal requisites of phraseography are lxgibilitt, easy 
JOININGS, and lineality in the writing. 
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Legibility. — To secure this, care must be taken that the united 
words do not represent, in their connected form, some single word of 
several syllables. Practice will enable the writer to decide almost 
instantaneously whether a particular phraseogram is likely to inter- 
fere with a single word or with another phraseogram. We do not 
say that no phraseogram must be used which would represent a single 
w^ord ; for on this principle some of the commonest and most usefal 

forms would be discarded, as in the case of | it can, which also 

represents take, took, etc. The best phraseographs are those which 
are positively unmistakeable in their forms even without reference to 
the context, as ""^ / rtOT *«r^, |/w it should be, I it would be, 

etc. The next best are those which, if not absolutely unmistakeable, 
are so when read with the context, as vo for the sake of (physic), 
\^ does not (decent), V^^ have not (event). These and many 
similar ones occur so frequently, and the single words they represent 
are so rare, that no practical difficulty is felt. Where a phrase ex- 
tends to the length of three or four words it is almost impossible that 
any mistake should be made. It is sometimes easy to join several 
words which would be better written separately. For instance, 
the words difficult actions, which might be written [ ^ is by no 
means a difficult form, but it is indefinite. There is nothing to 
show that the ^ is a logogram, and the reader would in all proba- 
bility imagine that the whole represented one word, as defections. 
As a general rule grammalogues represented by letters which do not 
contain all their consonants should not be joined to other words, for 
they would thus lose their distinctive features as grammalogues. For 
this reason such forms as can come, f^^-^ you may begin, 

are inadmissible. The latter phraseograph might readily be supposed 
to represent you may again, for which, indeed, it might be used, be- 
cause it contains all the consonants of the words. 

To this rule, however, there are exceptions. It will not apply to 
grammalogues represented by characters which are never or rarely 
used for any other purpose, as / generation after generation,

Easy Joinings. — No time is saved by the use of a phraseogram 
that presents a difficult or awkward joining, and it will then be far 
better to write the words separately. Some phonographers who seem 
to labor under a kind of phraseographic mania, appear to think any 
joining admissible, and have indulged in almost every conceivable 

variety of outline ; for example, / which they would,'/ shall you 

be, etc. — ^forms which retard rather than facilitate the progress of 
the writer, to say nothing of the difficulty occasioned in deciphering. 
LiNEALiTY OF WRITING. — It is obvious that great inconvenience 
would arise if the writer were allowed to run loose in his phraseogra- 
phic junctions. It would be quite possible to connect phrases in such 
a way as to form a diagonal line from the top left-hand comer of the 
page to the right-hand corner at the bottom, bnt with what result 
to the reader, and with how little profit to the writer, we need hardly 
say. Even easy joinings should not be allowed to descend more than 
two or three letters below t|^e line. The phrase Y / think it is said 
that they does not present a single awkward U joining, and but 
for the circumstance of its descending so low it J would be qviite 
admissible. It is easy to see that such a phrase C is much better 
divided — thusY ^ Some limit also should be assigned to the 
length of a h phrase, even if it is convenient in form and 
keeps tolerably ■ within the line. It will rarely be found convenient 
to join more than about ten words ; ^^"bry^ ^f (course 

it is necessary that there should he some one ; and even here, the 
reader's benefit would be consulted by dividing the phrase into two, 
stopping at the word that. 

In joining words, some regard should be had to their connection 
in sense. The closer that connection, the better, ceteris paribus. 
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?rill the phraseogram be. The best phrases in this respect are those 
composed of pronoans and verbs, as .v^ you may, /^should be; 
prepositions and pronouns, as *j with it, ^,.. by their ; adjec- 
tives and nouns, as c-^^ great men, ^ great advantage ; and 
several verbs, as \ can he, ^-^i ^may have been. 



The following list of Phrases is designed principally to furnish 
the first elements of Fhraseography, by exhibiting the combina- 
tions of each word introduced with the most frequent single words that 
may immediately follow it. The more complex phraseograms may 
be deduced by means of cross-references. Thus, under the heads, 
" I," " we," the reader will find the combinations with the word 
" shaU," namely. "I shall," "weshaU;" while under "shall" he 
will find the combinations " shall be," " shall have," etc. ; these two 
sets, when united, wiU give the phrases, " I shall be," " I shall have," 
" we shall be," " we shall have." An extended catalogue of such 
combinations would occupy too much space. For a praxis on more 
extended phrases, the reader is referred to the " Reporter's Compan- 
ion," which should in all cases be carefully studied before the 
" Phrase Book " is taken in hand. 

The present extended edition of the " Phrase Book " has had the 
benefit of a revision by Mr Reed and other experienced reporters, to 
' whom, for their kind attention to the proof sheets, and valuable sug- 
gestions, the author presents his grateful obligations.

When it is advisable, in rapid writing, to use a light mark instead 
of a heavy one, such mark will be referred to by corresponding 
phonetic types ; thus («) you is represented by yu, not yv ; the z 
circle by *, the jn hook (for the most part) by en, and so on in all 
similar cases. A place where the pen must be lifted is indicated by 
a hyphen. 

It may not be unnecessary to repeat here the very important rule 
given in the " Manual of Phonography " respecting the position of a 
phraseograph, namely, that the first word of the phrase must be 
written in its own position. This rule may sometimes be slightly 
disregarded. (See " Man. of Phon.," par. 180.) 

The tick h, joined, may represent him as well as he, when great 
speed is required ; but ordinarily him should be written >~^ him. 

Good phraseographs, like good types, grow, and are not made ; that 
is, they cannot be struck off by mere dint of thought ; but they come 
rather as the result of action. One might invent a hundred new 
phraseographs in an hour, and possibly not one of them would be 
required in a hundred pages of writing.
